The Committee on National Legislation re- 
ported the following, which was adopted. 
1. We demand the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver. And that the circulating medium ofthe 
country shall be issued by the Government direct 


to the people in sufficient volume to do the busi- 


ness of the cottutry on a cash basis, and making 
all money so issued a legal tender for the payment 
of all debts both public and private. 

2. We demand that the taxes of the National 
Government be levied upon the luxuries and not 
upon the necessities of life, and we are opposed 
to the system of taxing the many for the benefit 
of the few. 


_ 8. We demand an amendment to the Constitu- 


tion of the United States so that the President, 
Vice-President, United States Senators, and 
United States Judges shall be elected by a direct 
vote of the people. 

4. Wedemand the passage of laws prohibiting 
the alien ownership of land, and that Congress 
take early and just steps to devise some plan to 
obtain all lands now owned by aliens and foreign 
syndicates, and that all lands now held by rail- 
roads and other corporations in excess of such as 
is actually used and needed by them be reclaimed 
by the Government.and held for actual settlers. 

The conyention also passed resolutions de- 
nouncing the Conger Lard bill and class leg- 
islation, and supporting the Paddock Pure- 
Food bill. 

This clause may be accepted as an expres- 
sion of disapproval of Congressman Forman, 
who voted for the Conger bill. The proceed- 
ings of the convention proper came to a close 
with the adoption of the resolutions.

BROTHER WILSON’S “INDORSEMENT”, 


The Truth About the Address Sent Out to 
the Farmers of the State. 

Decarur, III., Oct. 22.—[Special.}—The 

Democratic papers of Chicago in their issues 


today print what purports to be an indorse- 
‘ment by the State conference of the Grange, 
F. M. B. A., Farmers’ Alliance, and Knights of 
Labor of Illinois of Edward S8. Wilson as 


Democratic candidate for State Treasurer. 
The document.purports to have been signed 
by J. M. Thompson, Chairman, and S. A. 


Kirkpatrick, Secretary, and is said to be the 
work of a committee appointed by a con- 


glomerated convention held at Springfield in 
May of this year. The address in question 
was prepared by Mr. Wilson. The orig- 
inal purpose was to prepare an address to 
the members of the four organizations 
urging them to support the members of any 
one of the orders who might be nominated for 
political office. Mr. Wilson, however, suc- 
ceeded in diverting the document into an in- 
dorsement of himself and endeavored to secure 
the signatures of the eight representatives of 
the four organizations. Failing to do this 
when Judge Lindley was nominated for Con- 
gress, ke incorporated in it an indorsement 
for him, and again ‘attempted to secure the 
signatures, but having in the meantime identi- 
fied himself ‘so thoroughly with the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee and the Dem- 
ocratic campaign the representatives of the 
organizations all refused to sign ex- 
cept, Thompson, Master of the Grange, 
and Kirkpatrick, Secretary of the Farmers’ 
Alliance. The document which they signed, 
however, is not the one which Mr. Wilson 
now publishes, After they had signed the ad- 
dress and Mr. Wilson discovered it would be 
impossible for him to secure the other signa- 
tures he submitted the document to the Dem- 
ocratic State Central Committee, which 
struck out all the parts indorsing Mr. Lindley 
and added another paragraph that Wilson’s 
name be put on all the F. M. B.A. tickets. 
This Democratic. document is the one which 
Mr. Wilson now publishes. In the copies of 
the address which are being circulated among 
the farmers stars will be found denoting the 
absence of the clauses indorsing Mr. Lindley 
and which were stricken out by the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee. The first 
elimination was of the following paragraph: 

Cicero J. Lindley is a practical farmer and lives 
on his farm. He isa menber of the Farmers’ 
Mutual Benevolent Association and President of 
the State Assembly: He is a lawyer of ability and 
standing and County Judge of his county. He is 
a Republican of unrequiting allegiance, and that 
he has the confidence of his party and the people 
who know him is evidenced by his election to the 
County Judgeship and by his having been made 
Presidential Elector. 

After recommending that the full vote of 
the orders be cast for the Hon. E. S. Wilson 
for State Treasurer the original document also 
suggested that the orders vote for Mr. Lind- 
ley. This reference to Mr. Lindley was care- 
fully eliminated by the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee and stars inserted in lieu there-

RECALLED AT BLAINE’S REQUEST. 


Minister Muruaga of Spain Must Surrender 
His Post at Washington. 

New Tonk, Oct. 22.—[Special.] — From 
private dispatches of a trustworthy character 
received today from Washington the an- 
nouncement is made that the Spanish Gov- 
ernment has recalled its representative at 
Washington. His successor has even been ap- 
pointed, although the name of the latter is 
not yet known beyond the State Department. 
Few persons, even among the. diplomats 
of Washington, are cognizant of the fact 
that Mmister Emilio Muruaga has been 
recalled, while fewer still know this recall is 
due to representations made by Secretary 
Blaine. For some time past Mr. Blaine has 
not been on friendly terms with Minister 
Muruaga. The personal differences between 
the two are said to be of such a nature as to 
present a serious obstacle to the proper dis- 
cussion of questions likely to arise between 
the two Governments. Minister Muruaga 
has been Minister to the United States 
for about five years, and only re 
cently returned from Spain, where 
he went ona leave of absence. Muruaga’s 
recall was requested by Secretary Blaine. 
Previous to Muruaga’s taking charge of the 
Washington Bureau he officiated as Minister 
to Mexico, but in that country he was disliked 
by the people and his record as a diplomat at 
the City of Mexico did not redound to his 
credit. In Washington his methods were also 
looked upon with disfavor. 


WANTS MONEY FROM MR. M’VICKER. 


Al Hayman Brings Suit for $2,800—A Dis 
pute Over “Shenandoah.” — 

New York, Oct. 22.—[ Special. I— AI Hay- 
man has begun an action in the Supreme 
Court against James H. McVicker of Chicago 
for the recovery of $2,800 alleged to be due 
for the performance of *“‘Shenandoah.’’ Dur- 
ing the run of the play in Chicagu McVicker’s 
Theater was burned, and “ Shenandoah” 


was put on the stage in the Chicago Audito- 


rium. The last week they played to $10,573, 
of which Hayman was entitled to 60 per cent. 
When they settled their accounts McVicker 


retained $2,800, claiming that he had been put 


to so much expense in putting the play in the 
Auditorium. Hayman contended that as there 
had been no change in their written contract 
McVicker was not entitled to retain any 
money for extra expense.

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THEY CAN'T EXPLAIN IT. 


ILLINOIS STEEL COMPANY OFFICIALS 
ARE MYSTIFIED. 


Why the Stock Suddenly Became ens 
and Jumped from 87 to 99 They Say 
They Do Not Know—One or Two of the 
Officers of the Company Are Somewhat 
Reticent, However—Has the Controlling 
Interest Been Transferred ? 


The financial mystery of the day is what is 
going on in Illinois Steel company stock. The 
stock has been dragging along for weeks at 87 
to 88, with only a dull market at those prices. 
Yesterday morning it began to advance on the 
Boston Exchange. It started up from 88 and 
was soon well past 90. It reachea 95. Brok- 
erage houses here began to receive telegrams 
by the ream from Boston correspondents in- 
quiring what had got into the stock. The Chi- 
cago brokers did not know. With a single 
exception there was not one of them on the 
inside and that one exception was buying, not 
selling, and he had no information to give. 
While the Boston people were earning an extra 
dividend for the Western Union Telegraph 
company in their fruitless efforts to find out 
what was up the stock kept right on ad- 
vancing. It reached 99. This was an advance 
of $11 ashare from the close Tuesday. The 
advance was a sensation and the cause a mys- 
tery. 

It May Go Still Higher. 


It is not improbable that the sensational ad- 
vance will go still further in the same direc- 
tion. The mystery of its cause can in a meas- 
ure be cleared up. There is good reason to 
believe that a majority of the $25,000,000 has 
been nearly if not quite secured by a new in- 
terest. Some months ago, and at about the 
time of the Union Stock-Yards fiasco, there 
was a deal well under way to English-syndic- 
ate this property. That fact has never before 
been published, and it will be news to some of 
the principal stockholders here, but it is un- 
doubtedly true. It was being worked from 
the Boston end in the same way that the 
Stock-Yards negotiations were carried on. 
The flat failure of the Stock-Yards scheme 
with the public discouraged the promoters 
and the plan was for the time dropped. Some 
of the Chicago holders were in this dombina- 
tion, but there were others, and among them 
some prominent holders who were not. 

In an attempt to gain control of the stock 
of the Illinois Steel coinpany there is an un- 
usual factor to deal with. There is a peculiar 
feature in the corporate organization of the 
Illinois Steel company. The capital stock au- 
thorized is $25,000,000. Of that there has been 
issued $17,622,000. There has also been issued 
$6,200,000 of 5 per cent debentures. The un- 
usual feature is that it is provided that these 
bonds may be at the option of the holder con- 
verted into stock. In a movement to secure a 
control of the property that provision might 
play an important part. 

Doesn't Know the Reason. 

“There is no use asking me what is the 
reason for this sudden advance in the quota- 
tions of the stock, said Vice-President Ster- 
ling yesterday. “I do not know what the 
reason is.“ 

Has a majority of the stock been acquired 
by some new interest? 

S0 far as I know it has not.” 

„Will you say that so far as you know there 
have been no negotiations going on looking to 
a transfer of a controlling interest in the 
stock? 

I do not care to answer that.“ 

Huntington W. Jackson, as one of the 
trustees of the Crerar estate, which.is one of 
the largest stockholders, was asked if he 

knew of the negotiations going forward for a 
control of a majority of the stock, 1 

“That is a question I must not answer,” he 
said. 

H. H. Porter is one of the heavy Chicago 
stockholders who is not on the inside of the 
deal whatever it may be. 

Ido not know what the cause of the ad- 
vance was, said Mr. Porter. I have no 
knowledge of a scheme by which a control 
will be transferred to some new interest.

day. It is worth much more money.” 


That some one is trying to secure a control 
of the stock there is little doubt. Just who it 
may be is not clear. The rumor yesterday 
was that it was a party of Englishmen. That 
is plausible, but it is quite as likely to be 
some combination of American iron men. It 

will be remembered that a few months ago 

there was dissension in the management 
which: rasulted in O. W. Potter retiring from 
the Chairmanship of the Executive Commit- 
tee and brought many important changes to 
the roster of officers. It was suggested that 
the whirligig of the stock market might now 
place once more at the helm those men who 
a few months ago gave up their active connec- 
tion with the company’s management, 


ENGLISH SYNDICATE AFTER IT. 


That Is the Report Received in the East— 
The Stock Still Active, 

. Boston, Mass., Oct. 22.—[Special. ]—TIllinois 
Steel was the active stock in the unlisted de- 
partment here today. Some 100,000 5 per 
per cent convertible bonds were sold at and 
around 99, a gain of 12% points since Monday. 
This boom is based on the report that an En- 
glish syndicate is negotiating for the purchase 
of the plant. The Eastern stockholders are 
largely in Boston and New Bedford. 

No formal proposition for such @ sale 
has been made to them, but they expect 
some such offer. One of them said today 
that the Eastern holders were given to under- 
stand that an agent of the English syndicate 
had interviewed the Western stockholders and 
was now on his way East to see the holders at 
this end. The Boston holders say they would 
be willing to sell, but they shall certainly 
expect a good round sum. Boston and New 
Bedford held about 70 per cent of the old 
North Chicago Rolling Mill, and when the 
three Chicago companies were merged in 
the Illinois Steel company this 70 
per cent of North Chicago stock became 
about $6,300,000 at par in Illinois Steel stock. 
This is nearly all held here now. A new com- 
pany, so it was stated by some, is proposed if 
the Englishmen fail to put up the necessary 
money to buy the plant outright. In that case 
considerable British capital will be invested 
in it. Then, it is said, the manufacture of tin- 
plate will be added tothe business, Brokers 
here not interested in the plant are inclined 
to regard the scheme as another Chicago 
Stock-Yard affair. 


EXPRESS COMPANIES MUST PAY TAXES. 


Decision in a Case Involving the Validity of 
a Missouri Law. 

Kansas Crrr, Mo., Oct. 22.—The last State 
Legislature enacted a law providing for the 
taxation of all express companies doing busi- 
ness in the State over rented or leased lines, 
the tax being $2 on every $100 received or 
charged for carrying freight within the State. 
The law provided for an annual report from 
the company to the State Auditor for each

the case. The court would probably appreci- 
ate the fact that at the present moment the 
public mind was in astate of great excite- 
ment. Possibly in a case of such importance 
it would be necessary to prolong the trial for 
ten days. This might lead to disastrous con- 
sequences, and the defense respectfully asked 
for a continuance. The District-Attorney 
was willing that the case should go over.

Ven- 
dettas must cease and assassinations must stop. 
To these things we intend to put an end—peace 
ably and lawfully if we can, violently and sum- 
marily if we must.

SOME HOPE FOR AMERICAN CATTLE. 


Secretary Rusk Thinks England Will Re- 
move Restrictions on Their Importation. 
Wasuinetor, D. C., Oct. 22,—Secretary 
Rusk said today that he was receiving encour- 
aging reports from Mr. J. H. Sanders, his 
special agent in Great Britain, relative to 
the removal of British restrictions upon 
the importation of American live-stock. 
In a recent report to the Secretary Mr. 
Sanders incloses excerpts from British jour- 
nals which give, among other . things, 
the details of the embargo recent- 
ly placed upon a shipment of 
Canadian cattle to 
Secretary said that this English account 
of the incident confirms what he has 
already contended—namely: the difficulty 
of depending absolutely upon a single 
diagnosis in order to determine 
whether symptoms of disease indi- 
cate the contagious or non-contagious pleuro- 
pneumonia. It was on this ground that the 
Secretary concluded to adopt the present plan 
of comspection by representatives of his own 
department with the British inspectors. 
The Secretary also said that he thought the 
action of the British authorities in the Dundee 
case rather justified the inference that the re- 
strictions imposed and maintained on Ameri- 
can cattle by the British Government are due 
less to any spirit of unfriendliness which

GEN. BOOTH’S GREAT SCHEME, 


“In Darkest England and the Way Out” 
Creates a Sensation. 

Lorpor, Oct. 22.—A topic of discussion is 
Gen. Booth’s book, In Darkest England and 
the Way Out,“ which appeared today. The 
work contains 300 pages devoted to a prodig- 
ious scheme for the relief of poverty, igno- 
rance, and vice in what the author calls the 
** submerged ténth of the population.” He 
proposes to found a city colony for the hun- 
gry and homeless of the metropolis, who will 
be given work in labor yards and factories 
chopping wood, making mats, sewing sacks, 
ete. In this connection will be organized the 
Household Salvage Brigade, which will 
collect enough broken victuals, old clothes 
newspapers, etc., to support refuges and 
factories of the city colony. 

The second feature 1s a farm 2 to be 
recruited from the city colony, when the 
members will again use the London “‘ Salvage 
Brigade asa basis for support. Immense 
piggeries will be established, and the pigs will 
supply brush and bacon factories, bone and 
button works, grease and soap works, etc. 
There will also be second-hand clothes and 
boot establishments, employing an army of 
tailors and cobblers. Each man will build 
his own house or shanty and no public-houses 
will be permitted. 

Finally, Gen. Booth proposes to found a for- 
eign colony, recruited from the other two. A 
tract of land will be taken in South Africa 
and the best workers each colony sent 
there, but obliged to repay the cost of their 
transportation by their future labor. Gen. 
Booth wants £1,000,000 to put the scheme in 
8 and appeals to the charitable to

THE ATCHISON, TOPEKA AND SANTA FE. 


How It Has Manipulated Freight Traffic 
to Gain Business. 

The peculiar tactics pursued by the present 
management of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé railway have received considerable 
attention in Tun Trreunz during the last few 
weeks. It was shown that the Santa Fé, by 
systematically cutting the rates and speciul ar- 
rangements. made with Peavy & Co. and 
other prominent shippers, had managed to get 
away with the great bulk of the Missouri Riv- 
er traffic, and that its statements of earnings 
showing a large increase during the last few 
months did not give a correct idea of the true 
condition uf the company’s finances, inasmuch 
as those earnings were computed at full tariff 
rates and did not show how much was paid 
out of those earnings for drawbacks, rebates, 
and other inducements to shippers in order to 
secure so large a share of the traffic. Par- 
ticular attention was given to the fact that 
this company is controlled and owned 
by Kidder, Peabody & Co. and the 
Baring Bros. of New York, who with 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. comprise the so- 
called *‘ Bankers’ Triangle, and who 
been foremost in denounci the manage- 
ments of the Western roads for refusing to 
join their proposed railway trust, and charg- 
ing them with those offenses which their own 
road has been practicing without restraint 
ever since they assumed control of the same. 
Attention was called to the fact that the evi- 
dent object of the new owners of the Santa Fé 
was to show a fictitious prosperity of their 
road and thus be able to dispose of the securi- 
ties in which they had invested at a profit. 

The New York Sun has lately taken occasion 
to show up the Atchison management in even 
terser language Tus.

TO SHUT DOWN PERMANENTLY. 


The Straight Fiber Iron Company Gives No 
Reason for Its Action. 

It appears that the Straight Fiber Iron compa- 
ny, manufacturers of high grade merchant bar 
iron, is going to permanently suspend operations. 
Its works are located at Fortieth street and 
Stewart avenue, and are considered one of the 
finest plants of the kind in the country. The 
company was organized about a year ago, with J.

The same number are at 
work in the guide mill, which is still running, fin- 
ishing some work, It is thought that this branch 
of the factory will close down as soon as the work

Ax article in the Fortnightly Review (En- 
glish) proposes a scheme by which its authors 
claim Great Britain “can retaliate on the 
United States without raising the price of 
- foodstuffs” to the consumer. The plan is to 
levy a duty on all grain, meat, dairy products, 
and other food imported from the United 
States, except that no duty shall be levied on 
any such foodstuffs the importation of which 
from the colonies cannot be encouraged. The 
capital thus raised is not to be absorbed into 
the revenues of the country, but made to form 
a retaliation fund out of which an import 
bounty shall be paid on all similar food ma- 
terial imported from the colonies or any 
country that receives British goods free of 
duty, while a higher bounty shall be paid to 
the free trading colonies than to those which 
have adopted protection. These duties to be 
abolished only when the United States ad- 
mits goods as freely as England now admits 
_ importations from America. It is claimed 
that if this plan were adopted the price of the 
_ taxed food could not rise in the British mar- 
_ ket, because one consignment from the colo- 
nies would be made exactly so much cheaper as 
the other was made dearer, and the total cost 
Of the imports be exactly the same as before, 
while production and shipment to England 
trom the colonies and other countries which 
buy largely in Great Britain would be en- 
couraged and English manufacturers corre- 
_ spondingly benefited. The article says: We 
should thus give a lift to our own colonies at 
‘the expense of the American producers.”

POURING MONEY IN THE WATER. 

At a thinly-attended meeting of the World's 
Fair Board of Directors called to pass on un- 
finished business a resolution reported by the 
Ways and Means Committee was adopted to 
let contracts by the Ist of November for the 
filling of forty acres of submerged land and 
The cost is not to ex- 


thousand more—is to be provided by the 
Ways and Means Committee, which made the 
report recommending this filling ana piling 
and which pledges itself to raise the $800,000. 
The work is to be done by July 1 next—per- 
haps. 

While making this pledge the committee 
should have fixed the amount at a million and 
a half, for at least that much will be needed. 
While the contract will be but for $700,000, 
the contractors’ extras may be relied on to 
add at least a quarter to it. They always do. 
Eight hours will be a day’s work. It is pro- 
posed also that if there be any disagreement 
between the contractor and his men the matter 
shall be referred to a Board of Arbitration 


and directors. This arrangement will please 


the walking delegate,” for it will give him 


a free hand. 

It is proposed also to build a number of 
viaducts across the railroad tracks for per- 
haps a hundred thousand dollars apiece, and 
perhaps to raise the present Lake-Front Park 
a number of feet above grade. Of the cost of 
this no estimate has been made yet. Soit is 
evident that the filling in so brief a time with 
the incidentals will cost about double the 
amount for which the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has pledged itself on paper. 

The report of the committee came up as 
new matter, but the directors approved of it 
without taking time for deliberation, ex- 
amination, or reflection. They did not stop 
to find out whether the abutting property- 
owners on Michigan avenue would assent 
to the obstruction of their views or whether 
legal proceedings would have to be begun to 
condemn their rights. They did not wait to 
consult with the Council and see how the 
proposition would strike that body, or whether 
it would consent to repay money expended for 
viaducts, or for raising the Lake-Front Park 
grade, or for driving piles which will have to 
be pulled up afterwards. They did not wait to 
find out just how the committee proposed to 
raise this $800,000 it pledges itself to provide, 
or whether citizens would be inclined to sub- 
scribe for this unnecessary piling and filling. 

Nor did the directors stop to inquire whether 
there was not land enough west of the tracks 
for all the buildings which it will be advisable 
to place on the Lake-Front or the National 
Commission will permit to be put there. 
They did not figure out whether more persons 
would gotoa temporary Art Building east of 
the tracks than to a grand one west of them, 
and, if so, whether enough more to make it 
profitable to waste a year’s time and sink a 

million and a half in filling and piling. 

The directors did not stop to consider what 
the consequences would be if they put the Art 
Building east of the tracks and the land 
should turn out to belong to the Illinois Cen- 
tral—in which case it would have to be re- 
moved unless the road took it for a freight- 
house. They did not reflect that a building 
run up hurriedly on made land could not be 
as good as one constructed leisurely on 
firm ground. It did not occur to them 
that a building constructed after their 
ideas could not be used for a Public Library, 
Art and Museum building, and the city would 
lose the opportunity of getting a capacious and 
magnificent home for its library which would 
not have to be built out of public taxes. 
They did not stop to consider that the City of 
Chicago has a good title to all that 310-feet 
strip of land from Randolph street to Park 
row. between thé Illinois Central tracks and 
Michigan avenue, and that buildings can be 
placed thereon with a view to permanence and 
architectural beauty without fear of disturb- 
ance, 

None of these things seem to have sug- 
gested themselves to the directors. They just 
went it blind. They have put their necks into 
a noose, and after a few months, when they 
find the walking delegate or the Aldermen 
tightening the rope, they may begin to wish 
they had not been so precipitate. It is always 
well to “look before you leap,” especially 
when you are leaping into the water, but the 
directors have taken no heed of the proverb.

But so much of this accumulating 
was done that the act defeated its own in- 
tention, Buyers were not quick to take hold, 
and soon the necessity of meeting bills in- 
curred by.the purchasers became so pressing 
that it was found necessary to scale prices 
down instead of up in order to attract cus- 
tomers. It is true a few merchants added on 
such a percentage as they claimed was justi- 
fied by the new condition of things, but they 
soon repented it. Their stores were deserted 
for the éstablishments of others who were 
sufficientiy wise to let well alone and continue 
selling at the old prices, and the result is 
there has not been any general advance in 
prices, greatly to the chagrin of the Demo- 
cratic partisans. Nor ought there to be. 
Some portions of the lawdo npt go into 
effect for many months yet. The duty on tin- 
plate will not be raised till July next and on 
some other articles not for more than a year 
from this date. A great ado has been made 
about the higher prices to be paid for 
cigars, but even that may prove to be 
a grand mistake so far as the great 
majority of consumers is concerned, The 
duties on domestic tobacco have been lowered 
25 per cent, and the cigars of which that forms 
the principal component are smoked by nine 
men to every one that patronizes the imported 
Cuban article, the duty on which is raised in 
about the same proportion as the tax on com- 
mon tobacco is reduced. And for the present 
there is no good .reason for advancing the 
price of goods chiefly or altogether made from 


| foreign-grown tobacco, as the large stocks laid 


in have yet to be worked off, and it is the fault 
of consumers if they pay more till that is ac- 
complished, They have only to do as the 
gentler sex does in the purchase of woolens, 
linens, and other dress material: if the first 
dealer is not content to accept former prices 
it is easy to find other storekeepers who will. 


WILSON’S SCRIP. 

While making abstracts of Richland County 
lands Wilson, the Democratic candidate for 
State Treasurer, discovered that the patent to 
a tract of 80 aczes, forming now part of the 
town site of Olney, had been entered errone- 
ously at the land office as in Township 4, 
south of the base line, instead of Township 4, 
north of it. The error was purely a clerical 
one, yet Wilson bought some cheap scrip and 
with it proceeded to make an entry of this 
80 acres. The Supreme Court of Illinois, in 
commenting on this operation, which, had it 
succeeded, would have deprived a number of 
persons of property for which they had paid, 
said: 

The tract was purchased by Wilson with Porter- 
field scrip, which was worth & per acre becapse 
applicable to unoffered lands, and it was insisted 
that it was erroneous to compel Wilson to convey 
to complainants the rights held by him under this 
scrip, that it was an appropriation of this scrip to 
complainants’ use without consideration. But 
Wilson purchased the land with notice and in 
consequent fraud of the rights of complainants or 
their grantor, and heldthe title which he ac- 
quired but as their trustee. Whatever the sum 
he might have paid for the land it would in no- 
wise affect complainants’ right to @ conveyance 
of the legal title. 

In spite of this expression of opinion on the 
part of the Supreme Court Wilson defends his 
course brazenly and says: I have never 
changed my opinion that I owned the land 
and that the court was wrong.“ What do the 
farmers think of that sort of a fellow? 


CREGIER’S MOONBEAM REFORMS. 

At the meeting of the Common Council 
Monday evening Mayor Cregier made sug- 
gestions for a comprehensive scheme of mu- 
nicipal improvement. His plan includes no 
less than eleven features, several of which are 
so large that each might well be supposed suf- 
ficient to absorb the efforts of the municipali- 
ty for the time being. He recommends that 
the streets be excavated from curb to curb, 
and the subways thus formed be occupied by 
the apparatus necessary to a public system of 
heating and lighting service to private con- 
sumers. is scheme would cost tens of mill- 
ions. He would rent the spare space to pri- 
vate corporations, establish small parks and 
public bath-houses, abolish the swing- 
bridges (?), cleanse the streets and alleys 
daily, elevate the railroad tracks, and increase 
the Police and Fire Departments, All this 1s 
to be provided for by so amending the city 
charter as to permit the vastly increased ex- 
penditures of the municipality to be met by 
taxation and an unlimited issue of bonds. 

The scheme may be described fairly as a 
springe to catch woodcocks.“ Its magnitude 
stamps it as wholly impracticable in the time 
proposed for its accomplishment—namely: 
the few months between now and the opening 
of the Columbian Exhibition. It is desirable 
that we should work up towards most of the 
reforms advocated, but in this there is nothing 
new, and it is impossible to realize them in 
time for the exhibit or for many years with 
so many other things on hand and so much 
else to pay for in the next three years. The 
work outlined by the Mayor would cost not 
far from a hundred millions of dollars, in 
addition to the cost.of the drainage improve- 
ment, assessments for the Fair, and the other 
municipal work now under way, The propo- 
sition finds a parallel only in the free-trade 
message of Grover Cleveland, and doubtless 
had asimilar motive, the raising of an issue 
near the close of a misspent term of office in 
the hope of being reélected thereon. But the 
animus in the former case is even less credita- 
ble than in the latter, as the Mayor asks for 
largely increased powers in handling the prop- 
erty and other interests of the people, which 
Cleveland did not. 

The taxpayers who are asked to confide so 
much of their substance to the control of 
Cregier may well hesitate at doing so when they 
look back at his official conduct during the al- 
ready expired nineteen*months of his term. 
They see how the gamblers and other bad 
characters have obtained the ascendency by 
virtue of agreements between them and his 
friends in advance of his election. They look 
at the way in which the saloon element has 
odtained control, at the demoralization of the 
police force, at the inefficiency of the scavenger 
and street and alley cleaning bureaus, at which 


caused his conduct to be blamed and his mo- 
tives impugned by influential) persons and 
papers who favored his election. They glance 
at the lack of progress on the new 
lake tunnel, with its force of supernumerary 
inspectors greater than that of the actual 
workers, till an outraged public sentiment im- 
peratively called fur a reduction of the tax- 
eating sinecuriste, They look back at the pre- 
vious Administration and consider it probabie 
the tunnel would by this time have been de- 
livering water to the people had Roche con- 
tinued in office. Then they remember a por- 
tion of what they have read in regard to the 
harpies at the City-Hall who have to be “sat- 
ified before their necessary influence or 

“pull” can be obtained in making an ap- 
pointment or carrying out a desired measure. 
The revelations of a few months in regard 
to the electrical conduits point to possibilities 
in leasing to private corporations the use of 
the proposed subways in case the present Ad- 
ministration were continued in power till 
after they were constructed.

WHAT THE COLES COUNTY FARMERS 


W : 

It is unfortunate that the farmers do not 
get competent persons to write their platforms 
for them instead of calling. in some cranky 
pettifogger to their assistance. The farmers 
of Coles County, who have just been making 
certain demands of the candidates for Con- 
gress in the Fifteenth District and of those 
for Representative in the Thirty-second Sena- 
torial District, would have done well to call 
in an outsider with some experience to get 
up their platform. He would not have 
jumbled together in one and the same docu- 
ment matters which are the subject of Con- 
gressional legislation, which are controlled by 
State Legislatures, and which are managed 
by the people themselves as voters. 

One of the demands made of the Congres- 
sional candidates relates to the tariff. It 
reads: 

That we demand a tariff such as will create a 
revenue sufficient to carry on the business of the 
Government administered on an economic basis, 
and such a tariff be levied on such articles as will 
make the burden least on the laboring classes, 

Doubtless the farmers know what they mean 
by an economic basis,“ but they have not 
cefined it. How much do they wish to cut 
down the present expenses of the Government 
and how? The largest single item is for pen- 
sions, which will absorb next year at least 150 
millions of dollars. Do the Coles County 
fdrmers mean not only that there shall be no 
more pensions granted but that those already 
paid shall be cut down? Are they in favor of 
repealing the Dependent Pensions law just 
passed, which will take forty or fifty millions 
out of the Treasury next year, and still more 
thereafter? ! 

It is important to know also what the farm- 
ers think of river and harbor improvements. 
In the past they have been clamorous for 
them. They have wanted big and little rivers 


canaled and slack-watered so that the rail- 


roads might have competitors. But locks, 
dams, and levees cost money. Does the “‘eco- 
nomic basis’’ of the farmers mean an aban- 
donment of these improvements, or are they to 
be continued? Are there to be no more ap- 
propriations for coast defenses against foreign 
enemies? Are no more war ships to be built? 
Will the proposed economy take the form of 
an abandonment of the small navy and the 
disbandment of the little army? If so the 
Coles County farmers should say so that peo- 
ple may know what they want done. 

Then they say they want the tariff duties 
levied so as to make the burden least on the 
laboring classes.“ What articles do they wish 
to make dutiable? Tea, coffee, tobacco, etc., 
as in England, or foreign manufactured goods 
as at present? If they want tea, coffee, and 
sugar free from duty, then imported manu- 
factures must be taxed, and that means pro- 
tection to manufacturers. The free admission 
of foreign manufactures means the cutting in 
two of the American wage scale and a lessen- 
ing of the purchasing power of nearly forty 
millions of city and town folks. How will 
that help the farmer of Coles County? Where 
will he get an equaliy good market for what 
he has to sell in the cities when the wages and 
earnings of city people are cut down one- 
half? 

The Coles County farmers demand also the 
free coin of silver.” Do they know what 
that means? Do they know what the effect 
would be if their prayer were granted? Prob- 
ably not. The present Silver law will take 
care of about all thé silver produced from the 
mines of this country. But with free coinage 
the amount which would have to be taken 
would be more than doubled. The United 
States would have to care for the surplus silver 
product of the world. Every nation on the 
face of the earth having silver would seek to 
exchange it for American gold and thus get 
rid of it. Its silver would be sold for our 
gold, which would disappear from this country. 
The result would be that all the gold would 
go to benefit other lands, while the United 
States would be left with a clumsy silver cur- 
rency and nothing else. How is such a state 
of things as that going to help the farmer of 
Coles or any other county? 

The farmers ask also that there be legisla- 
tion against trusts, Congress has passed such 
alaw. If any trust pinches them let them ap- 
peal to the law and it will be enforced in their 
behalf. Till they have tested it they should 
not ask for more legislation. 


WHY LOGAN DID NOT RELIEVE THOMAS. 
It has been known long that Gen. Grant 
was dissatisfied with the slowness of Gen. 
Thomas in striking Hood’s army prior to the 
battle of Nashville, in which the Rebel forces 
were utterly cleaned out. He not merely 
hurried up Thomas to action by incessant 
telegrams, but growing impatient at the long 
delay sent Gen. Logan from City Point to 
Nashville to take command of the united 
armies of the Cumberland and Ohio, in the 
place of Gen. Thomas, if that officer had not 
moved on the enemy by the time he reached 
Nashville or was not on the pointof giving 
battle. 
But there has been much uncertainty as to 
the reason why Gen. Logan, who reached 
Nashville before Thomas smashed Hood, did 
not assume command, as Grant’s orders au- 
thorized him to do, and make the fight him- 
self and garner the glory of it. The opportu- 
nity was a tempting one for a man ambitious 
of military glory, as Logan was. He had 
never had a separate command, nor the chance 
of fighting and winning a great battle the 
credit of which would be all his own. What 
was it, then, which restrained at that time a 
man as courageous and eager for distinction 
as Logan? 

The explanation given recently by Gen. B. F. 
Butler, as printed in all the papers, is that it 
was Logan’s magnanimity which held him 
back. According to Butler, Gen. Logan, after 
getting his orders from Grant, went to Nash- 
ville, looked the ground over, became sat- 
isfied that Thomas would move as soon as it 
was possible to do so, and therefore suppressed 


his orders and returned to Louisville and 


north. Butler says: 

Logan believed it would be unjust to remove 
Thomas just as he was prepared to act. Had he 
been removed then the new cOmmander could 
have been ready to move in a day or two, and the 
movement would probably be victorious. To a 
man ambitious as Logan is said to have been the 
N to act upon his orders must have been

He must 
have been familiar with the doubts which 
troubled Grant when he came East, as to 
whether he would be able to get out of the 
Army of the Potomac the best there was in it. 

Reflections of this kind might well have 
made Logan hesitate. If he relieved the 
„Rock of Chickamauga” and took on him- 
self the duty of whipping as daring and d 
perate a soldier as Hood he would need 
cordial and unfaltering support of every man 
under his command. Without it there was 
danger of his own ‘defeat, andin that case 
swift censure would have been visited on him 
and on Grant, for every one would have said 
that it Pap Thomas had been let alone he 
would have smashed Hood. 

So on the whole it must be admitted that 
Dr. Gore’s explanation of Logan’s non-action 
is the most plausible one that has been made 
public as yet. And we are inclined to believe 
it is nearer the heart of the mystery than any 
other offered.

MUSIO AND DRAMA, 


Mr. August Hyllested of the Chicago Music- 
al College gaye a Liszt recitallast evening at 
Kimball Hall. It was a graceful thing, thus to 


commemorate the birthday of the great master of 


pianoforte playing, whose pupil Mr. Hyllested 
was at one time, and the occasion called out an 
audience which crowded the hall. The program 
was one well calculated to display the peculiari- 
ties of the composer’s style, especially 
the brilliant tours de force, which none 
knew how to write or execute better 
than the great pianist, ‘whose influence during 
his artistic career was such that he may fairly be 
denominated the father of the modern school of 
pianoforte playing. It is true that his influence 
was not always exerted in the direction of that 
which was highest and noblest in art, but the 
good which he did so far outweighs the tempo- 
rary evilinthe glorification of technic for its 
own sake that hedeserves the gratitude of those 
who have profited by the new methods which he 
introduced. Mr. Hyllested’s program opened 
with the great concerto in E flat major, the 
favorite in the Liszt concertos, in which the player 
was assisted by Mr. Maurice Rosenfeld at a sec- 
ond piano. The interpretation given by Mr. Hyl- 
lested was full of fire and vigor, brilliant when 
required and genuinely poetic when such was the 
nature of the work. It was evident that Mr. 
Hyllested was in exceptionally good form, and, 
though playing with abandon and warmth, did 
not suffer himself to be carried away by his en- 
thusiasm, or betrayed into unartistic haste in 
the brilliant passages which he sought 
to present for the consideration of his 
audience. The concerto is one of the works in 
which he shows to best advantage. He was ably 
seconded by Mr. Rosenfeld. His second number 
was the E Major Polonaise, of which he gave a 
brilliant and sHowy rendition. In the concert 
study in A flat the crispness of his touch showed 
to excellent advantage. Indeed, it is doubtful if 
he has ever played better than he did last even- 
ing.

THAT LITTLE SCHEME DIDN’T WORK. 


An Attempt Made to Keep Mr. Woodruff 
Locked Up All Night. 

There were no political“ arrests before 
United States Commissioner Hoyne yesterday 
and none in Justice Prindiville’s court.

INSTRUCTIONS TO WARD SUPERVISORS 


The Law of the United States in Relation to 
Registration. 

E. B. Sherman, chief supervisor of elec- 
tions, has issued a handbook of instructions 
to the ward supervisors. The law of the 
United States relative to registration is given 
at length, and the superyisors are cautioned to 
be courteous in their demeanor. Today the 
supervisors Will copy the various ward lists 
and post the same in the voting precincts. 

Tomorrow the supervisors will return their 
registers to Mr. Sherman for inspection and 
erasure of all names ordered stricken from 
the rolls. Saturday, Nov. 1, each supervisor 
will receive from Mr. Sherman a corrected list 
of voters for use election-day. The duties of 
the supervisor at election are numerous. 
He must be present at the opening 
of the polls and examine the ballot-box, to 
see that it contains no extra votes; he must 
scrutinize each person offering to vote, check 
the names of 
count every ballot in the box and make due 
return to chief supervisor. 7 


Be- Ward supervisors while on duty at the polls 


are exempt from arrest by any State or city 
officer, and any officer or person who attempts 
to make such arrest, or who in any way inter- 
feres with, or molests, or obstructs supervisors 
while in the disch of their duties, or who 
refuses to aid them when called upon to do 80, 
is liable to instant arrest, without process, 
and to punishment by fine and imprisonment.

WILKERTWAS 


THE MAN FOUND ON THE SANTA FE 
TRACKS KILLED BY ROBBERS. 


Facta That Go to Prove That the Victim 
Was First Relieved of His Money by 
the Assassins and Then Placed on the 
Railroad Tracks—Three Women Give 

jimportant Testimony—Other Evidence 

at the Inquest, 

The old man known as Q. Wilkert, whose 
butchered body was found on the Santa Fé 
tracks near Twelfth street Tuesday night, was 
murdered, notwithstanding the statements of 
the police to the contrary. Not till the news- 
papers yesterday morning pointed out the fact 
that the old man’s death was not accidental 
did the police think that he came to his death 
otherwise than through the usual railroad ac- 
cident. : 

When the officers brought the remains to 
the morgue they reported that Wilkert was 
accidentally killed, Every fact in the case 
pointed to murder—the lonely spot where the 
body was found, its position on the track, the 
disapperrance of the man’s money. It was 
not suicide, for the man had made prepare- 
tions to leave the city in the morning, and 
when seen on the track was absolutely mot on- 
less; nor was it accident, for the peculiar 
position in which the body lay could 
not have followed an accidental 
fall. Besides what coud Wilkert—an old and 
feeble man—have been doing in the shadow 
of a gloomy building in a’ gloomy locality, 
away from sidewalks and lampposts, with 
nothing about him but railyoad tracks, freight 
cars, and ash-heaps? 

The police were a trifle premature in stat- 
ing that Wilkert was not murdered. They 
made no investigation and were too willing to 
let the matter slip by as another railroad ac- 
eident. There is good evidence besides the 
circumstances surrounding the immediate 
death which indicates ‘that Wilkert was 
decoyed to a point beneath the Twelfth- 
street viaduct, there slugged and 
robbed, and his body then placed on the track 
in such a position thatacar passing over it 
would decapitate the victim. 

Three women saw the old man after he left 
the Golden Star Hotel at No. 203 Third ave- 
nue, at 8o’clock and before he was found 
dead near Twelfth street at 8:30. 


Seen by Three Women. 


At No. 287 Third avenue, in the middle of 
— — oid Mamie Somers and —— 

wyer. oung women were standing 
in front of their house Monday night shortly 
after 8 o’clock, They saw two men approach- 
ing, and when they a lamp-post the 
women saw that one of the men was bent 
with age and wore a long grey beard. The 
other man, evidently about 21 ears old, had 
hold of his companion’s coat and was appar- 
ently leading him along. 

The men passed by and the women watched 
them go towards Twelfth street. Near the 
corner stands a frame double building. In 
one of these houses on the first floor is a dingy 
cigar store, a stoop leading to the entrance. 
The women saw the two men go uo these 
steps, but they did not enter the store. They 
went down the steps again and then disap- 
peared beneath the shadows of the Twelfth 
street viaduct, going east towards State street. 

A short time later the women heard the 
patrol wagon go by on its way to where the 
mangled body was found. two women 
gave a TRIBUNE reporter an excellent descrip- 
tion of Wilkert. The young man they de- 
scribed as of medium height and build, with 
a smooth face and black stiff hat. 

Kittie Daly of No. 259 Third avenue also 
saw the pair as they passed by her house, She 
describes them exactly as the other women 
do, she, too, giving an accurate description of 
Wilkert. 

The police have seen none of these women. 
They have not worked on the case.at all. The 
Coroner’s jury last night, after a mechanical 
process, recommen that the police make a 
full investigation. 

A piece of a watch chain was found near 
the spot where Wilkert was decapitated. 
Whether Wilkert had a watch and chain the 
Coroner was unable to ascertain. The old 
man’s railroad ticket was good from Utica, 
N. V., to Menasha, Wis. When the head was 
picked up a long cut over the right temple 
was found. This cut looked as if it might 
have been made by a blu nor, ibly, by 
the engine that ran over the murdered man. 
Dr. Hektoen, who made the mortem ex- 
amination, did not mention this wound in his 
statement to the jury. The inquest was by 
no means a thorough one, the police having 


made no efforts to throw light on a case that 
will probably be numbered among Chicago’s 
murder mysteries.
